A machine for catching Hies off the 
backs of cattle, and so affording the 
and comfort, has been invent- 
ed by a farmer iu Madison county, Ky.' 
The ily catchci is a kind of coeied pen' 
or passageway, through which the ani- 
mal must walk to secure relief. 
A few 
feet from the entrance there is a cupola 
or dome in the roof of the passageway, 
made 
of glass and arranged as a fly 
trap, 
lleyond this the passage is dark- 
ness. 
The animal walks through the 
machine, and just as it passes under tho 
dome and enters the durkest part a set 
of brushes sweep 
off the Hies, 
which 
naturally 
rise into the lighted 
dome, 
and the steer passes out at the other 
side free of flics. 
The flies are retained 
ih the dome trap.
